Education – Maryland Longitudinal Data System 2 

 

FOR the purpose of establishing the Maryland Longitudinal Data System as a 3 

statewide data system containing certain student data from all levels of 4 

education and into the State’s workforce; establishing the purpose of the 5 

Maryland Longitudinal Data System; establishing the Maryland Longitudinal 6 

Data System Center as an independent unit of State government; providing for 7 

the organizational placement, location, staffing, and funding of the Center; 8 

providing for the functions and duties of the Center; establishing the Governing 9 

Board of the Maryland Longitudinal Data System Center; providing for the 10 

membership of the Governing Board; providing for the appointment and terms 11 

for certain members of the Governing Board; providing for the duties of the 12 

Governing Board; requiring certain agencies and public institutions to make 13 

certain efforts to comply with certain requirements for the Maryland 14 

Longitudinal Data System; authorizing private institutions of higher education 15 

and private secondary schools to provide student data for the Maryland 16 

Longitudinal Data System; requiring the Governing Board to issue certain 17 

reports; defining certain terms; and generally relating to the establishment of 18 

the Maryland Longitudinal Data System.  19

 (D) THE GOVERNOR SHALL APPOINT A CHAIR OF THE GOVERNING 28 

BOARD FROM AMONG ITS MEMBERS. 29 
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 (E) A MEMBER APPOINTED BY THE GOVERNOR: 1 

 

  (1) SERVES AT THE PLEASURE OF THE GOVERNOR; 2 

 

  (2) SERVES FOR A TERM OF 3 YEARS AND UNTIL A SUCCESSOR IS 3 

APPOINTED AND QUALIFIES; AND 4 

 

  (3) MAY BE REAPPOINTED BUT MAY NOT SERVE MORE THAN TWO 5 

CONSECUTIVE TERMS. 6 

 

 (F) A MEMBER OF THE GOVERNING BOARD: 7 

 

  (1) MAY NOT RECEIVE COMPENSATION AS A MEMBER OF THE 8 

GOVERNING BOARD; BUT 9 

 

  (2) IS ENTITLED TO REIMBURSEMENT FOR EXPENSES UNDER THE 10 

STANDARD STATE TRAVEL REGULATIONS, AS PROVIDED IN THE STATE 11

 (G) THE GOVERNING BOARD SHALL: 13 

 

  (1) ESTABLISH THE ORGANIZATIONAL PLACEMENT AND 14 

LOCATION OF THE CENTER AFTER SEEKING AND EVALUATING PROPOSALS 15 

FROM INTERESTED ENTITIES BASED ON CRITERIA THAT SHALL INCLUDE:  16 

 

   (I) THE ABILITY OF THE ENTITY TO SUPPORT THE 17 

OPERATION OF A LARGE DATA SYSTEM; 18 

 

   (II) STRENGTH OF FUNDING SUPPORT; AND 19 

 

   (III) EXPERTISE IN DATA SECURITY; 20 

 

  (2) DEVELOP AN IMPLEMENTATION PLAN TO PHASE IN THE 21 

ESTABLISHMENT AND OPERATION OF THE MARYLAND LONGITUDINAL DATA 22 

SYSTEM AND THE CENTER; 23 

 

  (3) PROVIDE GENERAL OVERSIGHT AND DIRECTION TO THE 24 

CENTER; 25

THE UNIFORM AND EFFICIENT TRANSFER OF STUDENT DATA BETWEEN LOCAL 6 

EDUCATION AGENCIES AND INSTITUTIONS OF HIGHER EDUCATION; AND 7 

  

  (8) REVIEW RESEARCH REQUIREMENTS AND SET POLICIES FOR 8 

DATA REQUESTS FROM STATE AND LOCAL AGENCIES, THE MARYLAND 9

GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON OR BEFORE DECEMBER 15 OF EACH YEAR. 23 

 

 (B) THE REPORT SHALL INCLUDE AN UPDATE ON THE 24 

IMPLEMENTATION OF THE MARYLAND LONGITUDINAL DATA SYSTEM AND THE 25 

CENTER’S ACTIVITIES DURING THE PRECEDING YEAR, AND ANY 26 

RECOMMENDATIONS MADE BY THE GOVERNING BOARD. 27
